Nixon told an audience of Si­ 
berians thai the talks during his 
current Soviet visit will be ‘‘one 
of the first steps towards under­ 
standing and friendship by

Nixon put in this plug for more 
personal visits of heads of state 
in a speech at a copper mine 
near this "Pittsburgh of Siberia.” 
The vice president was in a jo­ 
vial mood after his most success­ 
ful day of the tour.
